Must be Kept Free from 


Wall Street and Poli- 


tics Says Taft.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—President 


Taft now Is fnlrly started on his 13,- 
000 mile trip throughout the country, 
during which, in the course of the next 
three months, he Intends to make all 
of the people acquainted with the pur- 
poses and alms of the present adminis- 
tration. 


The first of the hundred of speeches 


which 
he 
will deliver during 
the 


course of his Journey was optimistic. 
In addressing 3,000 persons at a ban- 
quet In Mechanics' hall last night Mr. 
Taft prophesied greater increase in the 
commerce of the country and more 
prosperity to all, farmer, workman, 
and manufacturer alike. 


Leaving the discussion of the tariff, 


of.railroad control, and of the curbing 
of corporations to be explained in de- 
tail in later .addresses, Mr. Toft last 
night spoke more fully on tbe changes 
needed in the monetary system of the 
country. 


Discusses the Central Bank. 


The proposition to establish a cen- 


tral bank as a safeguard against the 
renewal of such a financial panic as 
that of 1907 was among the financial 
subjects discussed by the president. 
This plan would be along the lines 
suggested by the monetary commis- 
sion which was in Europe investigat- 
ing the systems there. 


There are two points which must be' 


guarded against in this plan, both of 
which had been explained to the presi- 
dent by Mr. Aldrich. The first Is that 
the control of this institution, giving 
great power over the financial welfare 
of the nation, must be kept out of the 
hands of Wall street interests. 


The other danger which the presi- 


dent sa.id must be prevented is that 
the central bank, if formed, might be 
manipulated for political purposes. 


Opposes Strife of Sections, 


The president took occasion, during 


his brief reference to the tariff, to de- 
nounce the efforts of certain public 
men, such as Gov. John A. Johnson, 
of Minnesota, to 
stir up sectional 


strife In calling upon the west to or- 
ganize against the east. 


Mr. Taft declared there was no sec- 


tion of the country which alone was 
benefited by the tariff and declared 
that the prosperity or reverses of one 
section was felt directly by all others. 


"We all are in the same business 


boat," he said, "and whatever fate 
one section has. all other sections will 
have." 


The president referred to the rapid 


spread of any business depression to 
all sections to show how Interwoven 
the interests of the whole country are. 


Mr. Taft's address was marked by 


his praise of Senator Nelson Aldrich, 
to whom he referred as one of the 


ooklnn forward to th» coming again 


congress In December, one must 


consider tho nepds of the country so 
fur aa they may bn relieved by con- 
gressional legislation and attempt to 
stati what that legislation should be. 


"In the llrst placp, then; is the mone- 


tary situation. 
While It Is probable 


that tho Vreeland bill, passed by the 
last congress, would aid us in case of 
another financial crash. It Is certain 
that our banking and monetary sys- 
tem Is n patchod-up affair which satis- 
fies nobody, ami, least of all, those 
who are clear-headed 
and 
have a 


knowledge of whnt a financial system 
should ho. 
The matter has been re- 


ferred by congress to n. monetary com- 
mission, which has been studying with 
much interest 
and 
enthusiasm the 


financial and banking systems of the 
great governments of Europe. The re- 
port of this commission soon will be 
published. 


"It Is quite apparent from the state- 


ments of Mr. Vreeland, who is • now 
the head of the committee on banking 
and currency In the house of repre- 
sentatives, and from the conversations 
of Mr. Aldrich, who is chairman of the 
monetary commission 
and 
of 
the 


finance committee of the senate, that 
the trend of minds of the monetary 
commission Is toward some sort of ar- 
rangement for a central bank of Issue 
which shall control the reserve and 
exercise a power to meet and control 
the casual stringency which from time 
to time will come in tho circulating 
medium of the country and the world. 


Indispensable Requirements. 


"Mr. Aldrich states that there are 


two indispensable requirements in any 
plan to be adopted involving a. cen- 
tral bank of issue, 
the control of the 
The one is that 
monetary system 


shall be kept from Wall street influ- 
ences and the other that it shall not 
be manipulated for political purposes 
These are two principals to which we 
can all subscribe. 


"It is quite possible that the report 


of the commission of a. definite con- 
clusion may be delayed 
beyond the 


next session of congress. 
Meantime 


the members of the commission intenc 
to institute a campaign of education 
in order to arouse public opinion to 
the necessity of a change in our mon- 
etary and banking systems. 


"I am told that 
Mr. Aldrlch will 


'swing around the circle' In the pres- 
ent fall and will lecture in many of 
tho- cities of the middle west on the 
defects and needs of our monetary 
system. I cannot too strongly approve 
of this proposal. 
Mr. Aldrich, who Is 


the leader of the senate, and certainly 
ono of the ablest statesmen in finan- 
cial matters In either house, has been 
regarded with deep suspicion by many 
>popl«, especially In the west. If, with 
his clear cut Ideas and simple, but ef- 
'ectlve style of speaking, h« makes ap- 
parent to the western people what I 
aelieve to be his earnest desire to n.Id 
the people and to crown his political 
career by the preparation and passage 
of a bill which shall give us a sound 
and safe monetary and banking sys- 
tem, 
it would be a long step toward 


removing the political obstacles to a 
proper solution of the question. 


"I am not going to discuss the mer- 


its and demerits of the new tariff bill 
with you. I shall have often to refer 
to that before my journey is ended, 
and I must save something for other 
audiences. 


"We are, I believe, unless all signs 


fall, on the eve of another great busi- 
ness expansion, an era of prosperity. 
Indeed,, it is already here in many 
branches of business. Occasionally one 
hears a note 
like that of Governor 


Johnson, denouncing the east and call- 
ing on the west to organize in a sec- 
tional way against the east because 
the east is deriving more benefit from 
the governmental policy than the west 
and at the expense of the west. 


"It is difficult for one to treat such 


an appeal seriously. Throughout this 
country there is free trade of the freest 
character and due to this the prosper- 
ity of the west, especially the agri- 
cultural west, 
is even 
more pro- 


nounced than that of the east. More- 
over, the east is too close to the Pa- 
cific coast, too close to the middle 
west, too close to the Rocky moun- 
tains, because all the people of these 
western stretches have eastern ances- 
try and eastern associations and east- 
ern connections, 
and 
because they 


have eastern capital with which their 
sections have been largely built up 
and because they are too much assist- 
ed by eastern markets In enhancing 
the prices which their products bring 
to make such an attempt at sectional- 
ism successful."

Mr. Chaney 
is also Investigating ventilation in the 
factories, statistics on accidents, the 
cause and effect of accidents and the 
hour at which they occur. 


"Good ventilation," said >Ir. Chaney, 


"has a tendency to reduce the number 
of accidents, particularly where the 
occupation is hazardous.

accidents to workmen occur about n 
o'clock In the morning, when the work- 
man begins to grow tired, and after 
3:30 In the afternoon, when lie begins 
to suffer most from fatigue or nerv- 
ous strain.

Pole Given Him by Wife 


Many Years Ago. 


EXPLORER TELLS 


MORE OF TRIUMPH 


Gives Warning That He 


Expects to be Misquoted 


by the Newspapers. 


Battle, Harbor, Labrador. Sept. 15.— 


Via wireless to Cape Race. N. F.— 
Commander Robert E. Peary, who is 
still In Battle Harbor on board the 
steamer Roosevelt, conversed further 
today with the representative of the 
Associated Press regarding his jour- 
ney to the north pole. He spoke par- 
ticularly of the flajKs he raised at the 
pole and the records he left there and 
he touched again on some of the as- 
sertions credited to Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook. 


Commander Peary said that when 


ho reached tho pole the 
flag to be 


thrown to the breeze was a silken em- 
blem presented to him by his wife 
fifteen years aso. 
He had carried this 


flag on every one of his expeditions to 
the north, leaving a piece of It at the 
highest point he attained. 


Remnants Left at the Pole. 


The last remnants were raised and 


left at the pole. 
The explorer then 


raised the .navy ensign, tho flag oC the 
navy league, then the flag of the Delta 
Kappa Epsllon fraternity, and finally 
a flag of peace. Tent poles were, used 
as flag staffs, and when all had been 
raised the 
commander 
took several 


photographs of the group. After this 
ceremony Peary enclosed records of 
his trip and other documents and per- 
sonal papers in a box and burled it In 
the Ice. The documents were placed 
in water-tight coverings and tho box 
itself was water-tight, so it would 
float if the- shifting or melting ice 
brought 
It 
to water. 
Commander 


Peary has not yet developed the films 
he took at the pole. 


Referring to the weather conditions 


at the apex of the world Commander 
Peary said he found nothing like the 
wind referred to by antarctic explor- 
ers. 
The weather conditions varied 


from time to time, although there was 
probably considerable uniformity. He 
would not say whether or not he found 
currents at the pole. 


Did Not Report Cook Dead. 


Commander Peary today received a 


cablegram asking him to make a state- 
ment regarding a report from a Dan- 
ish source that he had posted a notice 
on the Greenland coast to the • effect 
that Dr. Cook was dead, making this 
notice a pretext for the appropriation 
oC Dr. Cook's supplies. The explorer 
said to the Associated Press represen- 
tative that he knew nothing of .this; 
that it evidently was a. newspaper 
publication. He expects to be quoted 
erroneously in the press as making a 
variety of statements. 


Commander Peary has said already 


all he intends 
to say regarding Dr. 


Cook. His statement dictated to the 
Associated Press covers this subject 
fully for the present. 
Vjews of Polar Eclipse Only Partial. 
Peary did not witness the. beginning 


or the ending of the polar eclipse. The 
part he did see was 
obscured by 


clouds. 
He said he had experienced 


no earthquakes in the polar regions, 
explaining at the same time that it 
would be difficult to recognize such 
'occurrences because of the .movement 
of the ice and the continual grinding 
noise resulting therefrom. 


The,Roosevelt has on board a val- 


uable collection of mineral and geodet- 
ical samples and specimens of north- 
ern bird, plant and animal life. 
Re- 


ferring to the reception being planned 
for him when he reaches" home, Com- 
mander Peary asked the Associated 
Press to publish the following state- 
ment: 


"From such fragmentary reports as 


I have received, I am more touched, 
gratified and honored than I can say 
at the way the public has treated my 
work."

ciuenlly make trips to this sirle. whl 
other agents of the system are on tl 
alert in this country, disposing of won 
en in various cities.

It is charged that 
women brought to the United States 
generally are of mature age, fully ap- 
preciating why they are brought to the 
United States. 


Few Young Girls Imported. 


It is denied that the traffic in girls 


of tender age has grown to any appre- 
ciable extent. In fact, all the evidence 
is to the contrary.- It is charged that 
the term "slave" used in this connec- 
tion is a misnomer—that the women 
come to the United States willingly 
and in some cases eagerly. 


"While the officials are 
reticent in 


discussing the question, it iy 'learned 
that many French women and Hunga- 
rians find their way into this country. 
Belgians have come in large numbers, 
while Italy has supplied a fair, propor- 
tion. 


That the white slave traffic will be 


made the subject of 
diplomatic ex- 


changes between the United States, and 
several 
European 
governments 
is 


known, although officials of the state 
department absolutely decline to dis- 
cuss the matter. It is a delicate ques- 
tion, one that must 
be 
approached 


with extreme care, and the state de- 
partment will give no publicity to the 
fact when its machinery is put in mo- 
tion, to get in touch with the European 
governments concerned.
